The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The cited prior art taken alone or in combination fail to teach the limitation associated with the generated 
interface, the automation engine and automation application map in the claimed insulted environments. 

The closest cited prior arts; USPGN 05/001566 by Kamani ct al. teaches a method of 
isolating the evaluation of actual test result against expected test results. It does not 
specifically disclose all the limitation as disclose in the claim language of independent 
claims.
